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PUBLISHERS’ NOTE 


With the publication of this English-Yiddish Encyclopedic Dictionary, the Jewish Press 
Publishing Company is continuing the policy inaugurated by its founder, the late Mr. Jacob 
Saphirstein, who, in a spirit of patriotic service to the country of his adoption and as a con- 
tribution to the welfare of the Jewish population of America, conceived a well-matured plan to 
meet their intellectual needs. 

Mr. Saphirstein realized the importance of acquainting the adult Jewish immigrant with 
American life, American customs and American thought. It was his conviction that the essen- 
tials of the American character—a spirit of tolerance, initiative, energy, optimism and love of 
freedom—were the very ideals animating the Jewish people. He felt, therefore, that the so- 
ealled Jewish problem in America was a comparatively simple one. He reasoned that if the 
adult immigrant Jew were only given the means to know and understand his new environment, 
the gain to America and to himself would be inestimable. 

It was with these ideas in mind that Mr. Saphirstein founded the Jewish Press Publishing 
Company some twenty-five years ago when the stream of Jewish immigration to America 
began. His various efforts—‘‘The Hebrew American,’’ a Jewish weekly published in English 
with a Yiddish vocabulary, the text books for the study of English in the Yiddish language, a 
small English-Yiddish and Yiddish-English Dictionary, a ‘‘ History of the United States’’ with 
a parallel Yiddish translation, a ‘‘ History of the Jews in America’’ in English and Yiddish edi- 
‘tions, ‘‘The Jewish Morning Journal,’’ ‘‘Der Amerikaner’’—all these testify to the constancy 
and the success of his policy. 

In planning the English-Yiddish Eneyclopedie Dictionary, Mr. Saphirstein had in mind 
the creation of an epoch-making work in the history of Jewish culture and in the history of the 
Jew in America. His aim was more than the mere publication of the largest compilation and 
translation of English words in any foreign language. Sitch an effort in itself would be a 
creditable achievement. But his spirit of enterprise soared much higher. He dreamed of a 
treasure-house of world culture. For the first time, an Encyclopedic Dictionary would put the 


Yiddish-speaking people into possession of the results of the world’s modern scholarship, science - 


and culture. ; 

To the realization of this dream Mr. Saphirstein gave the last four years of his life. Those 
competent to judge will fully appreciate the great difficulties involved in the carrying out of this 
project. Organizing and literary skill, scholarship and erudition were, of course, essential to 
the success of this enterprise. But these qualities alone would not suffice. The peculiar prob- 
lem of the Yiddish-speaking American required that in conception and structure the work 
should meet the needs of the least educated no less than those of the best. In short, the situation 
ealled for a staff of editors and collaborators who, in addition to the essential qualities of schol- 
arship, had to have a sympathetic understanding of not only American ideas and ideals, but also 
the ideals and needs of the Jews in general and of the Jews in America in particular. 

The result speaks for itself. The English-Yiddish Encyclopedic Dictionary, in its full 
vocabulary drawn from ali departments of knowledge and labor, scientific, mechanical, indus- 
trial, artistic, professional and practical, surpasses any other similar work. In all other re- 
spects we believe that it compares favorably with the best English and American works of this 
character. We are confident of a favorable verdict from those who know, and of the fullest sup- 
port from the public which, in the last analysis, constitute the court of last judgment.

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PREFACE 


The publishers in their note to the public have indicated the general plan 
of the English-Yiddish Encyclopedic Dictionary. The work aims ‘‘to put the 
Yiddish-speaking people into possession of the results of the world’s modern 
science, scholarship and culture.’’ It is for others to judge how far these 
aims have been realized. For his part, the editor deems it necessary to ex- 
plain briefly how he met and solved some of the specific problems involved, 
such as the selection of words, spelling, pronunciation, transliteration, defini- 
tions of words, terms, phrases and idiomatic expressions and the use of il- 
lustrations and examples. 


VOCABULARY 


In the selection of words, one result was aimed at, namely, the widest 
inclusion in strict alphabetical order of words, terms, phrases and idiomatie 
expressions which are used in all countries where English is spoken. Obso- 
lete, archaic and provincial terms were excluded. Care was taken to make the 
number of American colloquial and slang expressions as complete as possible. 


SPELLING ~ 


The problems of spelling which had to be faced were unique and distine- 
tive. The difficulties of English spelling are well known to all. Lexicons of 
standing in the academic world differ widely on the spelling of many words. 
For our purpose authoritative choice in the matter of disputed spelling was 
essential. The staff was therefore obliged to make an exhaustive study of 
each disputed spelling and to decide in favor of one or the other. 

In general, it may be stated that American usage and simplicity of form 
were the guiding criteria. The scope of the work did not permit any leaning ~ 
toward spelling reform. In some cases it was absolutely impossible to reject 
one form of spelling in favor of another. But even in these cases the editor 
indicated his choice. The word in the less favored form was included, but its 
definition and use referred by a cross-reference to the spelling chosen by the 
editor. eS 

PRONUNCIATION 

In the matter of pronunciation two problems had to be solved, first, the 
usual difficulties of accepted variations of pronunciation, and second, the 
problem of transliterating the pronunciation. 
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Xil PREFACE 


As in spelling, the necessities of the situation called for a definite choice 
by the editor after thorough investigation. As to the second, keys for pro- 
nunciation and symbols were neither feasible nor desirable. The use of the 
available Yiddish consonants and vowels and a few special combinations of 
these was found to be a satisfactory way of transliterating. In almost all 
cases the sounds and the middle sounds were thus given. In a very few in- 
stances it was not possible to do this, such as for example, the proper sound 
to the letters ‘‘o,’’ ‘‘a’’ and ‘‘u’’ before ‘“‘r.’’? The sound ‘‘th’’ presented spe- 
cial difficulties. This sound, as has been well said, is unteachable though 
learnable. Since the foreigner is more likely to err by pronouncing the ‘‘th”’ 
like a ‘‘d,’’ we leaned in our transliteration towards ‘‘t’’. The complete 
scheme of transliteration is explained in the Yiddish preface. The words as 
transliterated are not syllabified but only separated for the purposes of pro-_ 
nuneiation and accent. 

DEFINITION 


The Yiddish-speaking population of America consists chiefly of adult im- 
migrants and presents the widest variety of intellectual training and capac- 
ity, from the university-trained student to the workman whose opportunities 
for mental development have opened up only with his arrival here. All 
groups however find the acquisition of English and acquaintance with 
American life and thought absolute necessities. 

It is obvious that the English-Yiddish Encyclopedic Dictionary will be 
of great value to the educated immigrant. He will find clear, accurate and 
comprehensive definitions of those words, terms and phrases that are current 
among educated classes in the English-speaking world. On the other hand, 
no less care was given to meet the needs of the untaught. In defining even 
the most elementary words or terms, it was assumed that the person con- 
sulting the dictionary had nothing to unlearn and everything to acquire 
about the meaning and use in question. By explanation, by illustration, by 
examples in English or in Yiddish, by cross-reference to synonymous or an-* 
alogous words, the meaning given in the simplest Yiddish is made clear even 
to one who possesses only the bare rudiments of an education. 

Definition was confined exclusively to the present meaning and use 
of words. The most common meaning and widest use of the words were 
given first, then shades of meaning. In most instances words which have 
a special meaning when used in connection with other words were given with 
these others as phrases. Where necessary for the sake of clearness of defini- 
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tion, the different meanings of a word were grouped numerically and approp- 
riate illustrative examples in English added. 

The conventional method of using phrases and quotations from literary 
masterpieces to illustrate the meaning and use of words was obviously un-— 
suitable for our purpose, since such phrases and quotations can have signif- . 
icance only to those who are well acquainted with English literature. 
Accordingly, phrases and quotations of ordinary conversational usage were 
given as a more serviceable aid to definition. Idioms were likewise treated 
in an original manner. Every idiomatic expression was translated freely by 
the equivalent Yiddish idiom. 


ILLUSTRATIONS 


The selection of illustrations requires some explanation. In the field of 
natural history, seafaring, handicraft and in many other domains there is a 
paucity of words in the Yiddish language. In parts this deficiency was sup- 
plied by suitably coined words, and in such instances the use of illustrations 
was indispensable. We have also included an abundance of illustrations of 
the simplest tools, machinery, agricultural implements and utensils in daily 
use. The Yiddish population of America was largely reared in rural and small 
suburban communities in Europe. Llustrations of the character mentioned 
will help these people adapt themselves. to the enlarged material ec wa 
of American city and country life. 


ENCYCLOPEDIC MATTER. 


In the selection of encyclopedic matter, the needs of all groups were 
considered, those of the educated foreigner, the professional man, the stu- 
dent, the business man, the mother and housewife, the farmer, the artisan and 
the tradesman. The work abounds in carefully prepared authoritative and up- 
to-date articles on the most important terms in the field of physical, natural 
and mental science, of technology and handicraft, of philosophy and art, of 
religion and theology, of mathematics, of general and American history, of 
politics, economics and sociology, of commerce, trade and industry, of Amer- 
ican customs, manners and life. 

The treatment of expressions for ideas which of necessity are matters of 
controversy was studiously unbiased. The aim throughout has been to define 
a term exactly in the way in which the group to whom the term belongs 
would define it. 
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INFLUENCE ON THE YIDDISH LANGUAGE 


- An important result of the publication of the English- Yiddish Eneyclo- 
pedie Dictionary will be its influence on the development of the Yiddish 
language. As indicated above, Yiddish is a language of few words when com- 
pared with English. It was therefore necessary to adopt and incorporate 
thousands of words that form a part of the world’s languages into the 
former tongue. In the accomplishment of this task, the standards of orthog- 
raphy and word-formation which were adopted, will undoubtedly have an im- 
portant influence on the future growth of Yiddish. Students of this phase of 
language development will be interested in the editor’s special note on this 
subject in the Yiddish preface.
